lief. 
To speak of cavalry cbarjiliiK 


upon a licet of warships Hinacks of 
atunclmusciilsm until It Is explained 
that the vessels were blockaded in Ice 
on a hard frozen b'ay. This occurred 
In the waters of Holland before the 
ape of steam power. 


Now, I'orterV Ironclad* were not 


cungbt In the loo or this story of their 
sscape would not be written. 
They 


were hemmed In by trees felled by the 
enemy In front and rear across a chan- 
nel HO narrow In places that the ships' 
skies were only, a foot from the bank. 
The 'ships were creased from stem to 
otcrn to prevent the nimble -Confed- 
erates who were after them 
from 


clambering aboard, and sailors armed 
•with pistols and cutlasses lined the up- 
per decks to guard against assailants 
leaping down from overhanging trees. 
All this took place In the sluggish wa- 
ters of tributaries of tin- Yazoo river, 
an Incident of Grant's Vlckshurg cam- 
paign. Porter ventured Into the Yazoo 
trap to succor the army. In the end 
the army rescued I'orter. 


Porter's unique experience was the 


result of Grant's desire to get In the 
rear of Vlcksburg on the north. The 
Yazoo empties into the Mississippi 


atily n question of time that the lleet 
would have to light for right of way. 
At the end of twenty-four hours the 
ships bad made but four miles. Hear- 
ing the noise of chopping ahead, 1'orter 
Bent a tug forward, and two newly 
Telled trees were found aeross the 
channel. These were cut away, and 
Hie bouts moved on by the light of lan- 
terns carried along the shore. At one 
place there were' twenty-live trees cut 
Into with the Int'intlon of barricading 
the channel. 


Slowly as the lleet moved. It kept 


ahead of Sherman's army. After four 
days of struggling I'orter reached lloll- 
Ing fork, which would take him Into 
Sunflower -river, where the channel 
would be easier. Suddenly the ilngshlp 
Cincinnati at the head of the line ran 
Into a bed of wlllons which blocked 
the channel for

ahead with full strain on, the- Cincin- 
nati was caught In the withes of the 
willows, which twisted around her up- 
per works and held her as In a vise. 
All the arts of seamanship could not 
displace this new obstacle. It would 
have required weeks to uproot that bed 
of willows. 


For twenty-four hours men worked 


with saws, axes mid cutlasses to hew 
the llagshlp loose. Suddenly a battery 
opened on the lleet, driving the work- 
men to the cover of the Ironclads. 
News of the desperate situation of the 
licet had readied the Confederates at

close to Ylcksburg. and the Confeder- 
ates occupied the bluffs along that 
stream for llfty miles. The Yazoo Itself 
Is formed from the Tallahatchee, Sun- 
flower. Yallabuslm and L)cer creek, all 
navigable and used for bringing Con- 
federate supplies to the VIcksburg gar- 
rison. Grant wanted to establish u sec- 
ondary base for operations far up the 
Yazoo above tl:e bluffs and cut off not 
only supplies but re-enforcements com- 
ing from the east to VIcksburg. The 
Confederates had a fort at the Junction 
of the Tallahatehee and Yallabilsba. Uy 
cutting a channel from the Mississippi 
to the Coldwatcr. a stream emptying 
into the Tallahatchee, I'orter Hooded 
the whole system of Inland channels, 
and a lleet of gunboats with troops aft- 
er a tedious Journey reached Tort I'em- 
bcrton. Intending to reduce It. 


The Tort I'emberton expedition was' 


In danger of disaster, and I'orter tie- 
.vised a plan of relieving It with a licet 
of ironclads which be would take la 
through Stifle's bayou, which opens 
from the Mississippi, thence through 
l>eor creek, the Sunllower, Coldwater 
and Tallahatchee to the Yazoo above 
Fort I'eniberton. The channels In these 
Btreams were deeper than those fol- 
lowed by the tlrst expedition, and live 
heavy draft ironclad gunboats were 
chosen for the relief expedition. At 
the same time Sherman set out with 
n force of troops to penetrate the wil- 
derness and co-o|»erato with I'orter. 


Almost at the start I'orter found his 


way obstructed by a dense growth ot 
overhanging bushes, and these had tn 
be cut away as the boats moved ahead. 
Occasionally n stray tree would be 
found In mldcliannel, and this was up- 
rooted by a charge of the Ironclad at 
full steam. The line of boats was bro- 
ken, each going Its own way, to open a 
channel, using saws'and axes to re- 
move the heavy trunks. In Stecle's 
bayou the vessels often grazed the 
banks, and the channel was <>!istruct<'d 
by rafts which had lloated down and 
caught between the trees and the 
Hhore. Large quantities of cotton were 
uton-d along shore, and this tl 
iicmy 


pet on lire the moment the lleet ap- 
peared, enveloping the boats In smola 
and endangering them with Ihuuus. 


A pilot who had recommended him- 


self for this service proved oil trial to 
tie a fraud, and Purler was compelled 


• to make his way through an unknown 


region where nothing heavier than a 
river scow had cvrr Moated before. The 
Confederates W«T«- alert, and It was 


Halites' bluff, and a brigade and a bat 
tery of artillery hurried away to get li 
the rear of I'orter and capture his 
boats. The guns of the Ironclads wen 
far below the bank and could not bu 
brought to bear on the enemy. Bui 
Porter had two mortar boats,- whlcl: 
uouibardcd the battery and checked its 
lire. Sherman's troops were not li 
sight, and I'orter decided to retreat as 
soon as the Cincinnati could be freei 
from the willows. The combined pow 
er of the four Ironclads following tin 
Cincinnati at last dragged her back oil 
of the snare. 


Dropplngdownstream iistern.the Heel 


was soon surrounded by Confederate 
sharpshooters, who made It dangerous 
for n man to show himself on deck. Tin 
only menus of defense was the suial 
howlti'.ers, which could be llred fron 
the upiter decks. These, with mortar 
shells, which sometimes tore down u 
whole tree, with Its sharpshooter, kept 
the enemy at a distance, but the main 
hope, was for Sherman to come up with 
his soldiers. 
Suddenly 
the 
hanks 


swarmed wltli sharpshooters, and the 
lleet came to n standstill before eight 
large tries newly felled across the 
channel In the rear of the boats. Por- 
ter put TiUO armed sailors ashore, who 
took to the trees to light off the sharp- 
shooters. 
Working below the banks 


out of the enemy's range, the sailors 
sawed a way the trees and removed 
them with hawsers and tackles. Mean- 
while the mortars and howitzers kept 
up a rain of tire Into the woods. 


Porter prepared for a last stand. The 


sides of the vessels were covered with 
grease to prevent the Confederates 
from climbing the.sldes, the guns were 
loaded with canister and given the 
highest elevation possible.. Once more 
the licet came to a standstill before 
two large trees across the channel. 
The Confederates rushed up to within 
llfty yards, and all the working parties 
of the boats were called In to defend 
their vessels. Hut before a shot was 
llred a rattle of musketry sprang up In 
the Confederate rear, the crews began 
cheering, while the Confederates, after 
« volley or two, beat a retreat up and 
down the river. 
Sherman had heard 


the llrst Bring of the Confederate bat- 
tery and made a forced march through 
the swamp* to rescue Porter's lleet. He 
was In the nick of time, and when be 
rcide forward to the very edge of the 
flagship the sailors greeted him with 
the wildest ovation of his whole career.

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MAKING MODEL TOWN 


RICH MAN'S DEVOTION TO HIS 


BIRTHPLACE. 


Generous New Englander, Who Has 


Made a Fortune in the West, Spends 
Many Thousands In Beautifying Fair- 
haven, Mass. 


(Special Correspondence.) 


A little more than forty years ago a 


tall, angular young man. who had 
grown up, like hundreds of other vil- 
lage boys. In the little town of Fair- 
haven, down on the shores, of Buz- 
card's Bay, Mass., packed his satchel, 
bade farewell to hut mother—one of 
'the 
old fashioned, 
common-sensed 


"Yankee mother!) for which New Kng- 
land has been famed for generations 
—and started West to seek his for- 
tune. 


As be looked back on the old home It 


certainly presented an Interesting pic- 
ture; contrasted with that of to-day It 
is amusing. No maBlclou with a wave 
'of his "wand ever wrought greater 
changes than have occurred In Fair- 
, haven In that lapse of forty years. 


Falrhaven was once a part of New 


Bedford, and even after It wan severed 
from the parent settlement across the 
liter. In 1812. Its course continued 
along parallel linen with the old city. 
But somehow, while 
New 
lledford 


grew and became a great city, with 
all that goes with a-jjreat city, desir- 
able 
and 
otherwise, Falrhaven re- 


mained a village, never attaining more 
than Its present population of perhaps 
8.000 or 4,000 people. 
• v 
About twenty years ago something 


new dropped Into the community. It 
•was a message from the boy who had 
gone out to the all regions and from a 
laborer bad become a prosperous busi- 
ness man. He had not forgotten Fair- 
haven, nor bad be ceased to love the 
quiet old village. And In bis prosper- 
ity ho had an Idea that he owed 
something to the village which had 
given him his education. 
So he of- 


.lered the town a new schoolhoiise. Of 
'coune the suggestion was received 
•with delight, but no one dreamed 
that he contemplated the flue brick 
building which f-oon grew up from a 
field In the eastern part of the village 
and provided for six hundred pupils. 
It cost probably twenty times what the 
town • had ever spent for an education- 
ml establishment, although no 
one 


•v«r knew Just .how much. 
It was 


finished In 188". and occupied, but so 
modest was the donor that nowhere 
upon 'It, Inside or out. was there a 
hint that it was a gift. 
Not until 


years Jaler .did the tablet, "Rogers 
School," appear on Its front, ovur the 
entrance, and on a tablet Inside. 


Down In the' lower part of Fair- 


haven, perched on a rocky slope over- 
looking- the harbor, stood a dlgnltlud 
old mansion of the whaling dynasty 
period. In 1803 a great sorrow-befell 
the household within Its walls, when 
a 
favorite 
daughter, 
Mllllcent 
O. 


Rogers, a budding miss of 18. died. 


• Within the next year her four sisters 
and Virothers announced their determi- 
nation to erect In her memory a pub- 
lic library, stock It with books, endow 
It and present it to the people of Fair- 
haven. Falrhaven was duly apprecia- 
tive, but was not prepared for the as- 
tonishment which followed when the 
magnificence of the structure became 
Inown. It is credited with being the 


• flwst library In Its architecture and 


material lu America. Two years were 
consumed In its 
construction, and 


nothing but the best of material, gran- 
ite, terra cotta and faced brick, went 
Into Us walls. 
When 
finished 
and 


turned over to the public It was recog- 
nized as one of the most thoroughly 
beautiful libraries in the country. In- 
aide and out. 


Three years ago that dear, good 


Tankec mother who had kissed her 
boy good-by as he started for the 
"West forty years ago entered Into her 
reward. For years, her declining days 
lad been a glorious sunset, well won. 
"With no further record than her own 
Bfe, she would have been lovingly held 
In the hearts of her nelghbtirs. but 
her son preferred a more tangible me- 
morial and went alxmt putting his plan 
Into execution in his characteristically 
novel way. 


Several years before the 
modest 


mansion of the whaling days down 
aear old Fort Phoenix had given way 
to a modern palace, called lu the 


neat square blocks, suitable for build- 
ing. 


Again tlie architect whoso genius 


had conceived anil executed the other 
magnificent structures- was called In 
and was told to build the most mag- 
nificent church he cculd to tho memory 
of Mrs. Mary Mimlestone lingers. His 
commission was absolute without re- 
striction as to cnst. Half a Mock was 
purchased and on It three magnificent 
stone buildings are now In course of 
erection, n. church, a parish house and 
a parsonage. 


Of pure English Gothic style, of the 


Tudor ago, built entirely of stone, 
magnificently carved with" sculptured 
detail and finished Inside as Is no build- 
ing of this 'part of the country, the 
church particularly will be a gem. The 
great memorial window has already 
been exhibited to a congress of artists 
In New York, and has been accorded 
no end of honorable comment. The 
lofty tower will have a chime of bells, 
which the Troy bell founders say 
eclipse anything they have ever turned 
out In quality of tone, whllu the great 
modern church organ will be the best 
product (if years of study by one of
